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Objective 


9d.yt.g.L Course #14 educates the student to the proper understanding of collecting, correlating and 
validating information for our ancestors and to prepare this data for temple submission. 

Many have asked me, “How do I submit my ancestors for their ordinance work to the Temple?” 

In this course lesson, I will address the procedures, techniques, methods and resources available one 
can use to gather, collect and verify vital information needed to make acceptable temple submissions. 

First Things First... 


This course assumes you are a member of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints and hold 
a current Temple Recommend or you are at least a member in good standing. If this is not the case, 
then read no further... the following information would be of no benefit to you. 

As mandated by the Lord, in these Latter Days, ordained through the Prophet Joseph Smith we have 
been authorized to perform certain sacred ordinances in the Lord’s Holy Temples necessary for the 
progression and salvation of the living as well as our kindred dead. 

This is possible by using a proxy for the dead and in our deceased ancestor’s name; perform these 
ordinances on their behalf, thereby allowing them the same rights, privileges and blessings enjoyed 
by the living. 

If accepted by the recipient, these ordinances not only allows our ancestors to progress in the spirit 
world but also, necessitates the living to research, verify and validate the vital statistics concerning 
their ancestors. Using true and accurate vital information to the best of our ability when performing 
these ordinances is of extreme importance. 

Tools of the Trade... 

As in all endeavors, there are tools needed to assist us in accomplishing our goals. The primary tool 
needed to help us in this quest is the computer. 

To learn what it was like doing family history research prior to the advent of the computer age read

Not only do you need access to a computer, but also you need a computer with an Internet 
connection. This can be a unit you personally own or one you have access to such as the ones 
provided for free by the Family History Centers of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. 
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Family History Centers 


Family History Centers have been established by the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints 
around the world to help members and non-members research their family histories. 

Some of the services Family History Centers (FHC) can provide are to help the beginner to find out 
how much research work has been done on their ancestors. 

The volunteer patrons who work at the FHC can teach you how and where to search for additional 
information necessary to validate your ancestor’s history and how to use that information to compete 
the forms necessary for submission to the temples. 

These FHC can be located in your local phone book or by going to the following web address...

One of the advantages of using a FHC... the personal one-on-one assistance from Family History 
Consultants FREE OF CHARGE trained to help you research your family history. 

These experts have years of training and are certified to help you in your research. 

The best way to contact a FHC is to call the center where you live and ask them their hours of 
operation and make an appointment to meet with one of their consultants. 

Take with you all your material you have concerning your family, and if you already have been using 
a Genealogy Program, like Legacy, Roots Magic, Family Tree Maker, etc, take along a cd disc with 
your family files in the format of the program you are using. 

If you are not that advanced in your research, take along your notes and papers concerning your 
family. 

If finding a way to the local Family History Center would present a hardship, then ask one of the 
Family History Consultants if they could meet you at your home and help you with your research at 
your residence. This they are authorized to do and are trained to help. 

Family History Centers are equipped with the latest tools and materials as well as the best-trained 
personnel in the world to help you with your family history research. To neglect their help is like taking 
a journey with one shoe, you might get to your destination but you made the trip harder than it had to 
be. 

Remember, this course I present here is a step-by-step guide to help you identify, validate and submit 
your ancestors for the temple ordinances they need. 
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Utilizing the services of a Family History Center is vital to your growth and knowledge to achieve 
these goals. 


LET’S GET STARTED... 


There are several steps in this process leading to the completion of the 6 ordinances necessary for 
the salvation and eternal life of man. If you need additional information concerning these ordinances 
and their purposes thereof... consult your Bishop for an explanation including an in-depth meaning of 
each of these ordinances. 

What I am going to concentrate on, in this course, is explaining the process necessary in getting your 
ancestors to the temple so these ordinances may be completed. 

There are three basic steps in completing these ordinances... [1] identify your ancestors, [2] confirm 
and validate their information, [3] organize their data for submission. 

Identify your ancestors 

Most of us have a basic understanding of who our parents were, and some are aware of who our 
grandparents were but many of us unless we have studied our family history in depth do not know all 
of our aunts, uncles, cousins and great grandparents. 

The first place to start filling in the blanks is to download a personal genealogy program off of the 
Internet to our personal working computer. There are several programs offered freely, the one I like 
can be found at the following...

You can download the free “standard” version and order the Deluxe later if you so decide. 

In any case, whatever program you use is necessary for you to keep in an organized manner your 
names, notes, parents, grandparents, spouses, children and documents, pictures, resources and 
other information for your OWN records. 

Using ancestry.com or Family Search or any other on-line genealogy program as your ONLY 
source of record keeping is highly inadvisable. 

Once you have made your choice of a personal genealogy program and have downloaded the 
program you wish to use, it is time to insert all the data you have concerning yourself and ancestors. 

Don’t be in a hurry to start filling in the blanks you don’t know the answers to, your research stage is a 
long way off, so just for now fill in what you do know and we can fix what you don’t know later. 
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Start with yourself and fill in your full name, dates are written as 3 January 1948 and locations are 
written with the smallest locale first followed by the next locale such as Bourbon [City], Boone 
Township [Twp], Crawford County [County], Missouri [State], United States [Country] 

Histopolis Instructions 


Many of you probably wonder how I can get Townships and exact locations for anywhere in the 
United States when I post my material in my tree; P ratt P rogeitcr P apers. The following website is 
my secret. http://www.histopolis.com/Place/US 

At the top of the page it starts out with a tab heading on the left called the United States. Put your 
cursor on the United States tab and it will drop down a list of states. Go to the state and then it will 
drop down a list of counties. After the state and county is displayed it will give you a list of townships, 
cities and cemeteries. 

When you list the city, Histopolis usually gives you the full name of the city, the township, and the 
county, the state followed by the United States. I highlight the whole line and copy then paste it into 
my personal genealogy program database then I also paste it into my family tree on ancestry.com. 

Once I have listed that location in my Legacy program it always gives me the correct location without 
retyping the entry. 

If Histopolis does not show the location or you don't know the county of the city you are looking for, 
Google the city and state and Wikipedia will give you the county, then go back to Histopolis and 
you should be able to find the city and the township. Once you have the location scroll down and it 
will show you the nearest cities and cemeteries to that location. 

They still don’t get it... 

When I began my family history research back in 1975 the church and other databases told us all to 
list our locations as such... Bourbon, Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States. The trouble with 
this method. ..not everyone knew that Boone Twp stood for Boone Township with the County of 
Crawford and misinterpreted the Twp to mean town. 

Those who were less educated concerning locations and the definitions thereof began to post their 
errors in various databases, as you will see as your research progresses. 

Also, by listing a county as Crawford, Missouri, United States confused the issue since some counties 
were called as in Ireland... County Donegal. 

I began to see, due to programmers wanting to take shortcuts; they were creating location identity 
problems. 
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So, now regardless of the software’s limitations, I use Bourbon, Boone Township, Crawford County, 
Missouri, United States as my entries and eventually the programmers will see the wisdom and will 
change their programs to conform to a proper listing of locations. 

Also, due to their penchant for abbreviations, some genealogy programs have adopted USA to 
represent the United States of America. However, there is now a nation in Africa using USA as their 
abbreviation. If you are going to do this right, then let’s quit taking shortcuts and do it right in the first 
place. 

For instance, under the current programming they want us to list Kankakee, Kankakee Twp, 
Kankakee, Illinois, United States. If your ancestor says he was born in Kankakee, Illinois, which 
province does he mean? Kankakee the city? Kankakee the Township, Kankakee the County? 


By using the listing from Histopolis I can copy the following... by highlighting Kankakee, Kankakee 
Township, Kankakee County, Illinois, United States all with one stroke and paste same. 

I recommend you list each and every location in your program with the full location address so you 
won’t have to “upgrade” your locations at a later date. Sure, it takes a little longer to look it up in 
Histopolis but you will have your locations with correct data and it will save you time in the long run. 

If they were born in a township or near a town, list them as born near Bourbon, Boone Township, 
Crawford County, Missouri, United States do the same for their death location. 

Using this procedure will not only save you a great deal of typing but will make your locations 
consistent and easy to understand. 


NOW WHAT? 

Now that you have entered in your computer program all you know, all your parents know and all your 
grandparents know about your families, it is time to go shopping. 

Shopping in the family history genre means, “lets find out what others know about my families.” 

The first place to go for this information is to www.ancestrv.com . If you are a member of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, ancestry.com has an agreement with the church to give church 
members free membership.

You will need your church membership number and your confirmation date for some of these 
websites. If you don’t know your membership number it is on your tithing settlement papers or you 
can obtain it from your ward clerk. 

Check your ward directory for your current active ward clerk and give him a call and he will be able to 
help you with these items. You will also need these numbers to sign up for an LDS account, more 
about that later. 


WWW.ANCESTRY.COM 

After you have jumped through all the hoops by enrolling into ancestry.com and now have free 
access to ancestry.com and if you are having difficulty with signing up, then ask one of the Family 
History Center library patrons and they will be able to help you. 

Ancestry has a great beginners course and will help you start a tree. After deciding what you want to 
name your tree , then following their guidelines either fill in their tree by putting each person from 
your tree OR convert your data from your personal genealogy program into a gedcom file and upload 
this file to ancestry.com and they will add ALL your relatives to the new tree you have created. 

In your personal family history program under the File tab, should be an Export tab. Under this tab will 
be choices to export your family history data to a gedcom file. Chose a new name for the gedcom file 
for instance Ralph. ged and your genealogy program will collect all the data from your file and create a 
new file called Ralph. ged and save it on your computer where you designate. 

In ancestry.com they will ask you if you want to import a gedcom file. You say yes and direct them to 
Ralph. ged on your computer. Ancestry.com will convert your Ralph. ged to their database and save 
the information under the new name you assigned to your ancestry.com tree. 

This saves you hours and hours of typing and retyping the data in your ancestry.com tree. 

Now with your new family tree in ancestry.com you are ready to check for hints and add data to your 
ancestry.com tree. Now comes the research phase of your journey. 
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How to Add Data from Ancestry.com 


The subject’s name at the top of the page in your ancestry.com tree may show some numbers under 
the little HINT sign. These numbers are suggestions of records that may or may not pertain to your 
named person. 

Open up the hints and there will be a list of documents, records and other sources containing 
information about the named individual. Open up these records and review them and if they are 
records of your person, then save them to his name in your tree. If they are not the same guy, then 
ignore those records. 

As you add these records to your tree, they will be listed under the FACTS tab so you can review 
what you do know about them and at a glance you will see what you do not know about them. This 
way your can see in a chorological order what information you are lacking to complete your research 
for that ancestor. 

For instance, if one of these records is the Social Security Death Index then you can add that 
information to your ancestry.com tree. Highlight the information from ancestry.com and copy and 
paste this information into you personal genealogy program in the notes section.

By copying the information found in ancestry.com into your personal genealogy program, you can 
build a chronological history of your ancestor thereby collecting the vital records needed to prove and 
validate your relationship to your ancestor. 

Once we have, birth dates and location, parental relationship, spouse name including birth date and 
location, their death date and location including spousal parentage information, marriage date and 
location, children birth date and locations, death and burial date and locations we have enough data 
to positively identify our relationship and thereby have collected enough information to warrant temple 
ordinances. 

Once, you have your ancestor identified, then process his/her parents, then siblings, spouses, and 
children and their spouses and grandchildren. Most likely someone else have already researched 
these people to some extent and ancestry.com will provide you with additional family trees with all 
these people and records so with a click of a button you can transfer what others have done to your 
tree without researching or retyping. 

And as always, copy them with their records to your personal genealogy program. 
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There are enough records, sources, documents, and “others” family trees on ancestry.com to 
help you find all the data you will need to complete your research and qualify them for temple 
ordinances. 


Family Search... 

Now, we have identified our ancestor, we have proven by records and sources vital information about 
their life, now it is time to see if and what Temple ordinances needs to be completed. 

We need to go to the following website... https://familysearch.org/ 

If you have already signed in with Family Search then go to your tree. If not, in the upper right hand 
corner is Sign In. Follow the instructions and be sure to write down your user name and password. 

If you are new to family search and do not have a family tree established yet in their database, then 
you want to upload your gedcom file to their database and create a new tree. If not, or someone else 
has already put your ancestors into family search then you want to go the tab that says Family Tree. 

Family Search keeps track of people by assigning them a PID number. 

This number follows their name and is a combination of letters and numbers. For instance, LH3C- 
DTF is a typical number. To help expedite your search, use that number in the space that says Find 
by ID . 

With your tree now in Family Search you can use the records Family Search has acquired over the 
years to see if there are additional records not found in ancestry.com, which can be added to your 
Family Search Tree. 

After singing in to Family Search you will see several tabs across the top... 

[ 1 ] Family Tree this is your family tree with subcategories 


Tree will display your family tree in various formats including charts 
Person will display your name and vital statistics 

Find will search for someone in your tree by manually inserting his or her statistics or the easy way 
by using their ID number 

Lists gives you a list of the people you have selected for further watching 

Family Booklet is a part of Family Search where for a fee they will help create a family booklet for 
you. 
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[21 Memories is a collection of photos, stories and documents 

Photos allows you to embed photos into your family search tree for your ancestors. 

Stories will allow you to add short stories including obits and personal recollections to our ancestors. 
Documents such as marriage records and any other forms or documents of interest can be added to 
our ancestors. 

Audio recordings of your ancestors can be placed here. 

People of interest to your ancestors can be attached to the file in this location. 

Albums will allow you to create a common album for you ancestor. 

Find Photos and Stories will help you locate information concerning your ancestor. 

[3] Search includes a vast database of records all over the world. 

Records opens up the vast record database covering the world. 

Search Genealogies is a database others have submitted to family search you can access. 

Family Search Catalog is a database covering genealogical materials (including books, online 
materials, microfilm, microfiche, and publications) made available by FamilySearch. Many items can 
be loaned to local family history centers around the world. 

Family History Books is a collection of more than 200,000 digitized genealogy and family history 
publications from the archives of some of the most important family history libraries in the world. The 
collection includes family histories, county and local histories, genealogy magazines and how-to 
books, gazetteers, and medieval histories and pedigrees. The valuable resources included in Family 
History Books come from the following partner institutions:

WISH TO TRANSCRIBE RECORDS THE CHURCH HAS ON MICROFILM TO THE 
DIGITAL MEDIA FOR FREE ACCESS BY EVERYONE. 


Overview describes the program. When the Lord instructed the leadership of the church to send 
photographers to the courthouses, city halls, churches, and municipalities in all various governments 
in the world, they were instructed to take pictures of these vital records, which were put on microfilm 
and rented out to interested researchers all over the world. Now, these microfilmed records needs to 
be converted to digital format. This requires volunteers to read and convert these analog formatted 
records to the digital format. 

Find a Project allows you to pick and choose the indexing project you would like to participate. 

Help Resources gives the indexer access to a vast library of help aids. 

My Indexing is in trial stage at this time. 

151 Temple is a list of records reserved by you from everyone 

PENDING IN YOUR FAMILY TREE OR RECORDS COMPLETED OR PARTIALLY 

COMPLETED. 

Once you have added your database to the Family Search or have entered and updated your family 
records you are ready to check to see who has had their ordinances competed and who still needs 
work. 

All Reserved is a list of all the people you have printed or sent to the temple showing the various 
stages of completion. Once completed their name will be removed from this list. 

Not Printed is a list of people you have not printed so you can do their work or you have not 
assigned to the temple for someone else to do their work. Effectively, they are in limbo. 

Printed these are ancestors you have personally printed a form for you to take to the temple. 

Shared these are ancestors you have assigned to the temple system to have someone else perform 
the ordinances. 

Opportunities are suggestions of ancestors by the temple system they feel you may go ahead and 
perform the ordinances. 


Checking the temple ordinances... 


If you noticed, when you used the Find By ID box and paste your ancestor’s ID into the box Family 
Search found your person. 

Under their name are three tabs; Details, Memories and Ordinances 
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[1] Details shows you what information you have on them at that particular date and time. 

[2] Memories is a place for you to insert Photos, Documents, Stories and Audio recordings. 


[3] Ordinances show you what has been submitted and is pending, or what has been completed or 
informs you this individual is ready to their ordinances. 


The legend is as follows, B is for Baptism, C is for Confirmation, I is for the Initiatory 


E is for the Endowment, SP is for Sealing to Parents, SS is for Sealing to Spouse 


If they are all completed, the record will state the date the ordinance was completed and the temple in 
which it was completed. If completed then move on to another ancestor. If one or more of the 
ordinances are in ready status, then concentrate on completing those ordinances. 


Choosing how you wish the ordinance work to be completed... 


These ordinances must be completed in a specific order. You cannot complete them out of order. 

Once you have identified who needs their ordinances completed it is time to decide how you wish 
them completed. 

You have basically three choices to complete your ancestor’s ordinances. 

Print Out the Form 


[1] Print out the form on a printer and take the form to the temple of your choice and they will issue 
you a blue card for males, a pink card for females and/or a yellow card for marriage sealings. 

When you click on the ordinances tab, a legend will be displayed and on the left side the ordinances 
will be listed. 

The STATUS will show you if completed or reserved meaning someone else has reserved that 
ordinance or Request will be displayed meaning this ordinance is waiting for someone to complete. 

If you see a reserved , you can click on the name of the person who has reserved that ordinance and 
email them and request then to release this individual so you can do the work. Most will comply. 

If you see Request then this person is waiting for their ordinances to be completed. 

Click on the Request Ordinances label and you will see your ancestor with the green legend 
authorizing you to go ahead and check the box next to his name. 
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You will be taken to the Church Policy page showing exceptions, restrictions and limitations to 
ordinance work for some ancestors. After reading and agreeing to the conditions, click the box at the 
bottom and click the ADD TO Temple Ordinance List button. 

A new page will appear showing the ordinances and your name as requesting these ordinances 
showing a NOT PRINTED status. 

If you wish to [1] PRINT a form so you may take them to the temple, or a friend or relative can take 
them to the temple click the PRINT button. 

If you wish to [2] SHARE them with others to do the Temple work at a future date click the SHARE 
button. 

If you have changed your mind and you decide not to do their temple work, click the [3] UNRESERVE 
button. 

After printing the page showing your ancestor and all the ordinances you wish to do on their behalf, 
check the printed page to make sure it is correct. Then take that page to the temple administration 
office where they will print up the appropriate color card. 

SHARING with The Temple 


[2] When you select an individual for Temple ordinances, the computer program will give you another 
option besides printing the form for you to personally do the ordinances. They will ask you if you wish 
to SHARE with the temple to do the ordinances for your ancestor. 

If you select this option, the program will assign your ancestor to a pool of ancestors from all over the 
world and when a baptism, confirmation, initiatory, endowment, sealing to parents, sealing to spouse 
is needed in one of the temples located around the world, then your ancestor may be selected for 
completion by someone. 

This choice takes a long time to be completed since there are only so many temples in the world and 
volunteers staff them and I have seen some take as long as 8 years to be completed. If you are in a 
hurry or you want to make sure your ancestor’s work in completed, then I suggest you choose option 
number [1] from above. 

Have Someone Else Go To the TEMPLE For YOU 


[3] The third option to completing an ancestor’s ordinances is to get someone from your ward or a 
family relative or friend to complete the ordinance for you at the temple. This would amount to you 
giving them the form from the printer and they taking the form to the temple and the temple personnel 
converting the form to a blue, pink or yellow card for ordinance work. 
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After the ordinance work is completed, the temple date stamps the form and returns them to your 
family file at the temple. Also, your ancestor is recorded in the Church Records as well as the 
heavenly records when completed. 

The family file is a box housing completed ordinances in the administration office. Look in the file 
under your surname and any ordinances that have been completed will be in your file waiting for you 
to pick them up or if someone took the form to the temple for you they can pick-up the competed form 
and bring it back to you. 

As these ordinances are completed, you and I can’t see it, but a great celebration is going on across 
the veil, for your ancestor. Some of our ancestor’s have been waiting hundreds of years for this work 
to be completed. 

Couples are reunited; children are together with their parents, siblings and spouses. Great family 
reunions are taking place and when you cross the veil, many will hug your neck, kiss your face, kiss 
your feet in gratitude... for you were able and choose to do what they could not, would not or never 
had the opportunity to do while they were in the flesh. 

THERE IS NO SUBSTITUATE FOR PERSONALLY PERFORMING THESE ORDINANCES FOR 
YOUR ANCESTORS. 


Not only are there stories, testimonies and encounters between the living and their deceased 
ancestors during these ordinance procedures, but also there are witnesses to these events. For some 
examples of these encounters read the following... 

My father; Floyd Theodore Pratt known to family and friends, as “Ted” was not interested in religion. 
However after his death something happened to change his mind, read the story concerning his

When you personally perform these ordinances for your ancestors, a strong bond between you and 
them takes place cementing a profound love that transcends the veil. 

This bond will effect your life for the good and when it is your turn to crossover, you will be hailed a 
hero and not only will be called great by those you have helped, but you will become Saviors on 
Mount Zion as foretold by Joseph Smith. (Teachings of the Presidents of the Church: Joseph Smith,

I beseech you my brothers and sisters, do all you can for your ancestors while you tarry in the flesh 
for one day your flesh will fail you and you will not be able to perform these sacred ordinances even if 
your heart carries a strong desire to do so. I wish to share a story with you.

You 
saved my life and I am going to make you very happy. But because you laughed at me, you will also 
be very sad. Tonight on your journey, you will cross a dry creek bed. Stop and pick up some of the 
stones from the creek bed, and tomorrow you will be very happy and very sad. " They were puzzled by 
this, and asked him to tell them the answer to the riddle. But he would only say, "When the sun 
comes up in the morning, look at the stones from the creek, and you will know the answer to the 
riddle." 

As they continued their journey, they talked about the riddle and tried to figure out the answer, but to 
no avail. Finally, during the night, they crossed the creek. They remembered what the old man had 
said, and each one picked up a handful of stones from the creek bed and put them in his pocket. 

They continued on till morning. As the sun was rising, they stopped and sat down to rest fora few 
minutes.

But nothing 
here is so precious as that which He has prepared for us. Cast aside all the useless weights that hold 
us to the pleasures of this carnal earthly life, and apprehend the very treasures of Heaven that will 
make you rich for all eternity!

This was one of the first stories I heard when I became a member of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints in 1975. As I close out my 42 nd year (2015) of genealogy and temple work I am 
concerned many of you are like these two men depicted above. 

Many of you are laughing and don’t believe some of us, who are telling you to do your temple work for 
your kindred dead and doing so will make you very happy. 

Many of you will do a few ancestors’ ordinances and others will do maybe their 4-generation minimum 
and still others won’t even do their OWN temple ordinances. 

In reality, when you cross the veil and meet your ancestors face to face, you will be both happy and 
sad. Happy you did the work for a few of your ancestors but sad you didn’t try harder while you tarried 
in the flesh and did more of the work for more of your ancestors. 
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As the Savior has said in John 15:13, “Greater love hath no man than this, that a man lay down his 
life for his friends." And are not our ancestors our friends? 

Is it not good to wear out our lives in pursuit of temple work for our ancestors? And when we do this 
work are we not storing blessings and treasures in heaven as counseled by the Savior? 

So, in reality, when we pursue temple ordinances for our kindred dead and we wear out our bodies in 
pursuit of this worthy cause, we are in effect, laying down our lives for our ancestors, which amounts 
to no greater love.

At the age of 19, Mr. Pratt embarked on a career in law enforcement. This 
experience gave him training in detective and investigative skills. Little did Mr. Pratt 
know, how useful these skills would be in the field of genealogy. 

Floyd started his family research career in 1975 after becoming a member of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new member 
was to serve in the newly created genealogical department or known today as the 
Family History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward. This two-year calling gave 
Mr. Pratt a tremendous amount of experience helping others to research their 
families. 

In fact, he felt family research came easy and required little effort on his part. In reality, years of 
reading and studying increased his expertise and he made it look easy to others. Over the course of 
several years, Mr. Pratt was asked by his church to instruct several family history courses.

Mr. Pratt’s ability in family history research has amazed many experienced researchers. When Mr. 
Pratt is asked for help concerning their “brick wall” in their family research, his quick wit and logical 
mind rapid fires instructions and procedures so fast they cannot write the material quickly enough. 
Little do they realize, this knowledge has been acquired over 40 years of research. 

In June of 2000, Mr. Pratt undertook a new and unprecedented task. Outside of Washington, Saint 
John’s Township, Franklin County, Missouri is an old cemetery called the Johnson-Caldwell 
Cemetery aka; misnamed the McAllister Cemetery.
